It Is difficult to estimute the duruuge 
of weeds, but It Is probable thut they 
cost the Amerlrun furtuer several hun- 
dred million dollars every year.

The hour has struck when 
we must separate the sheep 
from the goats — the citizens 
from the parasites and leech- 
es. Ten million of our people 
BN already enrolled, but this 
is only about one-twentieth of 
our number. These ten mil- 
lions are enrolled in the arms- 
bearing division. But there 
is an arms-furnishing depart- 
ment to be manned and tinan- 
M I. as w«il as all the other 
sinews of war. and to this task 
the other ninety million are 
called. 

We some time ago arrived 
at the certain knowledge that 
the world is tl war lor a prin- 
ciple, and every human being 
in this co.ii - , try MUST either 
accept or reject that principle.

And in the determination 
of this mighty question every 
person of ordinary intelligence 
among us will be recorded on 
one side or the other. As we 
haWt stated, there is no middle 
ground — YOU, reader, are 
either American or anti-Amer- 
ican. This is YOUK home, 
and Us safety is menaced. 
YOUR services are demanded, 
and you can no more evade the 
call thun you can evade the is- 
sues of life und death. 

We repeat, we must separ- 
ate the sheep from the goats. 
:.very community should label 
its entire citizenship — loyal 
or disloyal, as the case may be. 
SUckers, traitors and pro-Ger- 
mans should be placed in a 
class by themselves. Loyal 
Amerna-i> should have no 
dealings with these people. 
They should be made to feel 
the heavy displeasure of their 
loyal neighbors, be their sta- 
tion or standing what it muy. 

And in this melting and re- 
moulding process, race or na- 
tionality should have absolute- 
ly no weight whatever. The 
loyal American of German 
,!ood or nativity should be as 



warmly welcomed into the 
ranks of the country's de.i lin- 
ers as the purest-blooded 
American among us. On the 
other hand, the slacker or pro- 
German should be so aligned, 
it matters not if his ancestors 
came over in the Mayilow-r or 
if his fathers fought the Brit- 
ish at Bunker's Hill.

Knowing that all loyal cltlaena are glad and willing to conform their house 
holds to tbe six pound ration until the new bavest. but knowing also that we 
have some among us who are disloyal and pro-German and perhapa not averse 
to seeing sacrificed the splendid brave youth of the nation who are going from 
our homes to fight fur our freedom, the Government is protecting our loyal 
citizens against those disloyal In meeting this call for the saving of wheat 
flour There la on tbe Statute Books a law against Hoarding under which 
those who bold an unreasonable amount of flour are being prosecuted by the 
Department of Justice In the Federal Courts The penalty for convicted hoard- 
era Is a flue not to exceed $5,000. and imprisonment not to exceed two yeara. 
or both. 

Tbe Kood Administration has determined the amount of wheat that is 
available from now until harvest for the American people It has determined 
that a reasonable use must not exceed six pounds per month per person and 
has stated that it ia unreasonable in this emergency to have on hand more 
than a thirty days* supply on this ration for our householders 

Any person who has on hand more than this amount Is liable to prnsecu 
Hon as a hoarder of flour under the law on orders from the Food Administra- 
tion. The procedure Is by indictment In the Federal Court #
